FOR DEFENSE ONLY 


The more we read of this interna- 


tional controversy about the right of 
merchant ships to arm, the more diffi- 
cult does it seem to get a definite Idea 
of what international law 
counte- 


nances. It is easy to 
declare 
that 


merchant ships have-a right to arm 
for defense only, and that they must 
not use their armament until attacked, 
but it is hard to find a practical illus- 
tration of 
the 
truth. England 
has 


answered the- German 
charge 
that 


merchant ships were instructed to fire 
on Germiiu submarines by publishing 
the instructions of the English admir- 
alty to c&ptains of merchant vessels. 
In these instructions it is 
expressly 


stated that guns must be used 
only 


when the merchant, ship Is attacked, 
but this does not mean that the mer- 
chant ship must wait until an enemy 
submarine sends out a torpedo. 
Since 


German submarines never make social 
calls on the mercnant ships of 
the 


allies on the high seas, an approaching 
submarine may logically bo regarded 
as an enemy. It would seem, then, 
that :i merchant ship may shoot at a 
submarine on Might, on the assumption 
that the submarine is getting ready 
to attack the merchantman. 
This 


would look like taking the 
offensive 


towards the submarine, but in reality 
it would be defensive action. What- 
svsr *Jie' present crisis may come to,- 
It would seem that the status of tho 
submarine will have to be more defi- 
nitely determined when the war is 
over.

The use of plants in th» home is

joint type ring you mention is more 
approved. 
Where only one new ring 


Is Installed on each piston it Is more 
advisable to install it at the top.

edly caused by the poor grade of gasp- 
line used. 
If the mixture does not 


vaporize properly more or less trouble 
will be experienced.

except

'fair to the workers while being at the 
aamo time fair to the public is no 


mutter. The

economy, curtailment or unnecessary 
expenses and business methods; 
tlic 


city workers' often tfiUc a stand for 
concessions, that are not warranted, 
'and "yet there is always a strong sym- 
pathy for their point-of view among 


£ the puhllu. The commissioner, there- 
J tote, wjio can do his full duty to the 


public while at Hie same time keep- 
ing the good will of city employes is 
as rare as he is fortunate.

"We have had the problem here in 


'many of its phases, but it is not eon- 
fined to any clly or locality. All cities 


, Have to deal with the question in one 


form or another.

year several hundred engineers were

The wise rule to follow would be for 


commissioners to hire such men only
